Council urged to put off homes decision

USE them or lose them - that’s 
the clear message from Oswest¬ 
ry’s business bosses as many of 
the town’s independent retailers 
enter the most vital month of 
their trading year. 

With just a month until Christmas, 
Oswestry Chamber of Commerce 
chairman Neil Jenkins has issued a 
rallying call for shoppers to get behind 
the town and shop locally. 

The call comes as the town’s mayor this 
week made a festive pledge. Councillor Paul 
Milner has pledged to snub online shopping 
and buy all his gifts locally this Christmas - 
and has urged everyone else to do the same. 

He said: “Oswestry is a great place to 
shop and has a fantastic mix of independ¬ 
ent shops. 

“We are all working to ensure Oswest¬ 
ry’s businesses have a good Christmas. The 
town council for example has agreed once 
again to offer free afternoon parking in the 
two weeks before Christmas. 

Avoid 

“Personally I have made a promise to 
avoid shopping online and get all my pre¬ 
sents locally. I will be looking online for 
gift ideas but then sourcing them in local 
shops. We have great shops in Oswestry 
and I would urge everyone to shop locally.” 

That sentiment was shared by Mr Jen¬ 
kins who said: “December is a big time for 
business owners. In the retail business, it’s 
expected that you make around 30 per cent 
of your profits for the year in December. If 
you don’t, you’re in trouble really because 
what you find is people rein in their spend¬ 
ing in November ahead of Christmas, then 
again in January and February because of 
the amount they’ve spent for Christmas. 

“It’s a difficult time because everything 
needs to go right but at the same time the 
festive rush is a great time of year, and I’m 
optimistic it will be a good Christmas for 
Oswestry traders as long as people get be¬ 
hind them. It really is a case of use them or 
lose them.” 

The picture is looking good for Oswestry 
business House of Party which has opened 
a pop-up Christmas shop on Leg Street. 

Following great success online, boast¬ 
ing customers from 62 different countries 
worldwide from their warehouse based on 
Artillery Business Park, owners Andy and 
Rebecca Hall decided that now was the 
time to expand their business offline. 

Now one of the UK’s largest balloon and 
party retailers, the House of Party is open 
for business over Christmas in Oswestry, 
stocking everything from wrapping paper, 
Christmas cards, decorations and party 
props. The couple’s move reverses the re¬ 
cent trend which has seen many businesses 
leave the high street in favour of an online 
trading model. 


HIGHWAYS England wants the brakes put on 
a major housing development on the edge of 
Oswestry until it can see what effect the extra 
homes will have on a busy roundabout. 

The government body has asked Shropshire 
Council to put off its decision on a planning 
application for up to 600 homes for three months. 

Officers for the agency said they wanted 
to work with the developers to find out more 
detailed information about traffic to and from 
the site on the eastern gateway into the town. 

A planning application for 24 hectares of land 
between the bypass and Shrewsbury Road has 
been submitted to Shropshire Council by land- 
owner J Ross Developments. 

Catherine Brookes, divisional director of 
Highways England, says in a letter to the coun¬ 
cil that there are a number of highways issued 


that have not been resolved. “These include the 
modelling of the A5 Mile End roundabout and its 
latest design and the modelling of the site access 
junction and any impact on the roundabout,” she 
says. 

She says in the letter that Highways England 
also wants to look at any impact on the A495 
junction - the Oswestry to Whitchurch road. 

“We recommend non-determination of the 
application for three months to allow the appli¬ 
cant time to provide the information necessary to 
ensure the Highways Agency that the proposed 
site access and development do not severely 
impact on the Strategic Roads Network,” she 
says. 

“We wish to express our willingness to work 
with the developer to form an acceptable solu¬ 
tion.” 


The development is the largest housing pro¬ 
posal the town has had and the plans suggest 
that the houses would be based around a central 
green with plenty of open space. 

There would be pedestrian and vehicle links 
to the town centre and to the nearby leisure cen¬ 
tre and industrial estate. There are also plans 
to build a pedestrian bridge over the A5/A483 to 
connect with a proposed new Mile End business 
park on the other side of the bypass. 

The land is part of the proposed sustainable 
urban development that sits within Shropshire 
Council’s Samdev, the blueprint for future 
housebuilding in the county. 

“Both housing and employment growth is 
vital to maintaining and developing Oswestry’s 
position regionally,” the J Ross Developments 
design statement says.

Public meeting is 
told of concerns 
about waste move 

CAMPAIGNERS have told Powys County 
Council proposed changes to household 
waste recycling facilities are unaccept¬ 
able. 

Protesters attended a public meeting 
called by Welshpool Town Council on 
Tuesday night to express their feelings 
directly to Councillor John Powell, the 
county council’s portfolio holder for en¬ 
vironment. Residents in the 200-strong 
crowd voiced concerns about the potential 
closure of the Welshpool recycling centre, 
fearing that large levels of fly-tipping 
would end up blighting the landscape. 

The county council has launched a con¬ 
sultation after announcing it needed to 
cut £700,000 from its recycling budget. 

Town Councillor Graham Breeze said if 
the Welshpool site did close, people would 
need to drive further with their waste, 
going against what the Welsh Govern¬ 
ment stands for on climate change. 

Campaigner Richard Church said the 
Liberal Democrats had collected more 
than 2,000 signatures on a petition 
against the closure plans. 

After the meeting Cllr Powell said: “We 
are consulting on a number of options 
including closure of up to two sites, re¬ 
ducing the opening days of the sites, and 
potential charges for some waste such as 
soil and rubble, plasterboard and other 
DIY waste.” He said no decisions have 
been taken over the future of the house¬ 
hold waste and recycling centres. 


CAMPAIGN 

Knife Angel may 
stay under wraps 

BOSSES at the British Ironwork Centre 
near Oswestry say their huge Knife Angel 
may never be revealed because not all po¬ 
lice forces in Britain have supported the 
campaign. 

The sculpture, made from more than 
100,000 weapons, has been created to 
raise awareness of knife crime. 

But six police forces have failed to back 
the project. 

Clive Knowles, chairman of the centre, 
said he wanted to have all police forces 
backing the project before the artwork 
would be formally revealed.

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'Dithering and delays' on 
health move cause concerns

“DITHERING and delays” on the 
reorganisation of Shropshire 
hospitals is causing frustration 
and worry to residents, a senior 
councillor has said. 

Councillor David Lloyd has voiced 
fears that any further delay in the 
Future Fit programme could lead to 
outside intervention with a decision 
being taken “out of our hands” and by 
those who don’t understand the coun¬ 
ty’s needs. 

He said: “I’m frustrated by how long this 
has taken, and I fear that soon enough any 
further delays might result in decisions on 
the future health needs of Shropshire being 
determined by those who don’t understand 
the area.” 

His comments come following a meeting 
of the Local Joint Committee (LJC) for 
Gobowen, St Martins and Weston Rhyn, in 
Gobowen where healthcare was the focus 
of the agenda. 

“The LJC has supported a three-point 
call for speedy action to end uncertainty 
over the NHS Future Fit process in the 
county,” he said. 

He added: “The meeting registered frus¬ 
tration at the dither and delay surrounding 
the consultation exercise on the Future Fit 
process for Shropshire, which remains in¬ 
complete. 

“There is concern that this is damaging 
to the morale of those charged with the 
care of our population and others seek¬ 
ing to develop new systems of care in the 
community, and growing fears that further 
delay might result in decisions on the fu¬ 
ture health needs of Shropshire being de¬ 
termined by those with no understanding 
of the county.” 

A meeting of the Future Fit programme 
board is due to take place on Monday, 
though health chiefs have not yet con¬ 
firmed it will go ahead. 

It is believed that a final decision on the 
future of the county’s hospitals could be 
held up because officials in Shropshire need 
NHS “feedback” before a decision is made. 

Debbie Vogler, Future Fit programme 
director, said NHS England feedback was 
needed by Monday to allow the process to 
move forward. 

If nothing comes before that date, rules 
involving the forthcoming Shropshire 
Council elections mean a decision will be 
delayed until after May. 


STUDYING for a nursing degree, helping 
to launch a nursing society and volunteer¬ 
ing at a homeless shelter where she set up 
a health-based craft workshop has earned 
Steph Morris a top accolade. 

The 26-year-old from Knockin, near 
Oswestry, was named Wales Student Nurse 
in the Royal College of Nursing Nurse of the 
Year Awards 2016 at a ceremony in Cardiff. 

She is studying at Bangor University and 
hopes to graduate in April. Steph, who at¬ 
tended the event with fiance Dan, said she 
was shocked by the award. 

“I never thought I would win, there were 
so many amazing people in nursing at the 
event. But I am delighted that it will help 


to promote the homeless project that I have 
been involved in,” she said. 

The nursing student became involved in 
a homeless project in Wrexham and set up 
art therapy classes at a homeless drop-in 
centre. 

Starting as a voluntary project it is now 
funded by the local health board after Steph 
made a Dragon’s Den-style pitch for the 
project. 

“One of its aim is to educate nurses and 
health professionals about the problems 
that homeless people face with health care,” 
she said. 

“Through the nursing society we are 
holding a ball over Christmas to raise 


money for the centre.” She was praised by 
her personal tutor at Bangor and nomina¬ 
tor, John Alcock, who said: “I have known 
Stephanie since the first day of her course 
and you cannot miss her energy and enthu¬ 
siasm for nursing and appetite for educa¬ 
tion, which positively radiates from her. 

“Stephanie regularly attends and pre¬ 
sents at conferences locally and nationally, 
for example 1,000 Lives, speaking and pre¬ 
senting with a maturity, clarity and assur¬ 
edness. 

“She has played a major role as secretary 
in establishing the Bangor University Nurs¬ 
ing Society, which aims to foster a positive 
image of nursing and education.”

Store closed 
after rats 
were spotted 

A FOOD store in Welshpool was 
closed after customers spotted rats. 

1st Stop in Broad Street was closed 
following an inspection from Powys 
County Council’s food safety team on 
Wednesday last week after complaints 
from a customer. 

Officials from the local authority is¬ 
sued a hygiene emergency prohibition 
notice, ordering the food department 
of the store to be closed. 

The post office section of the shop 
remained open. Lee Evans, a spokes¬ 
man for Powys County Council, said 
on Monday this week: “The premises 
remains closed following last week’s 
inspection. Officers from our food 
safety team are working with the food 
business operator to ensure that the 
necessary works are completed so the 
food business element of the shop can 
re-open as soon as possible.” 

Last week Councillor John Powell, 
cabinet member for environmental 
health, said: “We received a com¬ 
plaint from a member of the public 
regarding 1st Stop on Broad Street, 
Welshpool. 

“Staff from our food safety team 
carried out an inspection of the prem¬ 
ises and during the inspection found 
evidence of rat activity. 

“This was brought immediately to 
the attention of the business opera¬ 
tor.” 

Staff from 1st Stop said they were 
unable to comment. 

Man died from 
heroin overdose 

A MAN found unconscious in the 
toilet of a fast food restaurant died 
of a heroin overdose, an inquest has 
heard. 

Shropshire Coroner John Ellery 
recorded a conclusion of drug related 
death, in the inquest into the death of 
Wesley Steven Davies. 

Mr Ellery was told how 39-year-old 
Mr Davies, of Ruyton XI Towns near 
Oswestry, had been discovered un¬ 
conscious by staff at Burger King in 
Castle Street, Shrewsbury, at around 
2.40pm on June 17. 

Coroner’s officer Michael Cae- 
sar-Homden read a statement which 
explained that Mr Davies had been 
taken to Royal Shrewsbury Hospital 
where he had later died. 

Mr Davies had been discovered with 
drug paraphernalia, and Mr Ellery re¬ 
corded that the death was caused by 
opiate (heroin) toxicity. 


Shock for residents as 
power surge hits homes

ABOUT 20 homes were hit by a 
massive power surge when a 
hedge cutter damaged a mains 
electricity line. 

Computers and other electrical 
items went on fire and central heat¬ 
ing systems were put out of action in 
houses and bungalows in the hamlet 
of Babbinswood, near Oswestry. 

Residents, who said they had been fright¬ 
ened when their appliances started smok¬ 
ing and popping, have been left struggling 
to cope without essential items such as 
fridges. 

The problems began on Thursday after¬ 
noon last week when a tractor and hedge 
cutter were working in a field opposite the 
row of houses. 

Resident Peter Keen said the machine 
chopped through the neutral line on the 
power pylon in the field opposite the 
houses, resulting in a massive power surge. 

The surge burnt out most of his house¬ 
hold electricity items and those of his 
neighbours. 

“One neighbour was outside and saw it 
happen,” he said. “I was sitting working at 
my computer when all of a sudden is start¬ 
ing smoking and making a strange noise. 
Then my new printer went on fire and I 
heard a bang upstairs in the attic. I ran to 
switch off the mains power and then went 
out side to see if anyone else was affected. 

“Neighbours, some of them who are quite 
elderly, had things popping and banging 
and going on fire all through their homes. 
I would think about 20 of us are affected.” 

The problems also led to a general power 
cut affecting Babbinswood and nearby 
Whittington. 

Engineers from Scottish Power went to 
the scene and were able to restore power to 
all but one of the houses by 11pm. But Mr 
Keen said those who had had power surges 
were still struggling this week. 

Paul Ferguson, for SP Energy Networks, 
said: “Unfortunately someone cut through 
one of our cables when working in a field, 
which caused a power cut and voltage is¬ 
sues impacting around 20 properties. 

“Our engineers were on-site quickly to 
get power restored and begin the process of 
assessing damage. We will keep residents 
fully updated and ensure that any remain¬ 
ing repairs are completed as quickly as pos¬ 
sible, and we apologise for inconvenience 
this has caused.”

“The discipline and the passion 
the arts give can help in all fields of 
life.” 

She said her daughters, aged 12 
and 15, both enjoyed the arts with 
one of them a dancer. 

“I couldn’t be happier for them,” 
she said. 


Miss Bussell said she was con¬ 
cerned that at a time of economic 
slump the arts could suffer. 

She said: “It is the arts that al¬ 
ways suffer first in funding cuts. 
However Britain is doing a lot better 
than it used to - we are now almost 
as passionate as the French for the 
arts. 

“The BBC does a great job in 
bringing the arts into our lives.” 

During the visit to Shropshire 
the world famous dancer met Fiona 
Brockway from Oswestry who was a 
student alongside Miss Bussell. 

The pair shared a joke and Miss 
Bussell signed a book .

Travel company to 
open more shops 

AN Oswestry-based travel agent has 
revealed plans to open up six new 
shops by the end of next year. 

Independent travel agent Polka Dot 
Travel, which already has two shops 
in Shropshire and two in Wales, has 
revealed the location of two more 
stores, which are set to open by the 
end of the year, as well as plans to 
launch a further four in 2017. 

The brand’s retail network will 
grow to a total of eight stores by the 
end of the year, with the opening of 
a shop in Llandudno on December 9, 
followed by a launch in Market Dray¬ 
ton. 

The new openings will take the 
firm’s total number of staff to 35, 
bosses have said. 

The firm also opened a branch in 
Newtown in August, and another in 
Nantwich last week. 

Man in court over 
robbery charge 

A MAN has appeared in court charged 
with robbing an off-licence at knife¬ 
point. 

Carl Cowans, from Newtown, ap¬ 
peared at Telford Magistrates Court 
yesterday (Wednesday). The 35-year- 
old, of Garth Owen, is charged with 
robbery and possession of a bladed 
article. 

It comes after a man wearing a 
hood walked into Boozed Up in Salop 
Road, Oswestry, on Monday night and 
threatened the cashier with a knife be¬ 
fore escaping with nearly £500 in cash 
and cigarettes. 

Cowans was remanded in custody 
by magistrates to appear at Shrews¬ 
bury Crown Court via video link on 
January 3 next year.

RETIRED Shropshire teacher Kath Somer¬ 
ville has celebrated her 100th birthday with 
a party, a telegram from the Queen and, ap¬ 
propriately enough, nearly 100 cards. 

Kathleen Pickstock was born on Novem¬ 
ber 13, 1916, the first day of the Battle of 
Ancre, the final large British attack of the 
Battle of the Somme. Her parents, Em- 
phraim and Mary, farmed at Arddleen, near 
Welshpool before moving to nearby Llandri- 
nio. The middle of three girls, Kath’s elder 
sister Mair died 16 years ago in her mid 80s, 
but younger sister Gwen Edwards, who is 
94, is still around and organised a party 


for 40 guests in Guilsfield, where Kath 
has lived for the past 21 years. A collection 
raised £500 for the Air Ambulance. 

She and her husband Fred Somerville 
shared a love of amateur dramatics and 
performed with Shrewsbury Operatic and 
Dramatic Society. 

Sadly Fred died of cancer, aged just 58. 

“The best advice I had at the time was to 
keep on working and I’m glad I did,” says 
Kath.

As Chancellor of the Exchequer Phillip Hammond this week announced that 
more money would be ploughed into road schemes, four MPs have agreed to 
press for work on both the A5 near Oswestry and for a Pant and Llanymynech 
bypass on the A483.

Transport 
expert gives 
safety ideas 

RESIDENTS of a village are investigating 
ways to slow down traffic and bring back 
businesses to make it a more vibrant place. 

Ruyton-XI-Towns Parish Council in¬ 
vited roads expert Ben Hamilton-Baillie 
to a meeting at the weekend, attended by 
about 100 people including representatives 
of local businesses. 

It was the second time he had been to 
the village and he answered questions from 
parishioners about his ideas to discourage 
the use of the road for through traffic. 

There were also sketches, photographs 
and maps showing the danger areas and 
putting forward some solutions to the prob¬ 
lem of speeding traffic. Vice-chairman of 
the parish council, Mick Berry, who chaired 
the meeting, said that it would and should 
be a community decision for any changes 
to be made. There were some worries that 
there would be losses and consequent hard¬ 
ship for families owning or working in the 
transport business based in the village. 

But Mr Hamilton-Baillie said that, far 
from damaging the local economy, any 
changes within the village itself could only 
lead to increased prosperity and that for 
residents it would be a very much more 
pleasant place to live. 

Councillor Berry said that the parish 
council had arranged the meeting to give 
the community a voice. Further discussions 
would now take place within the council he 
said and stressed that any further action 
would only take place after consultation. 


Skates, and local Assembly Member Rus¬ 
sell George to look for ways that Wales and 
England can work together to improve the 
road infrastructure,” he said. 

Mr Paterson said he had also had encour¬ 
aging talks with senior highways officials. 

He said: “I do not want to raise hopes 
however there seems to be a will to look 
at regional schemes as part of a new roads 
strategy. The roads minister has said that 
he will come to Shropshire and the border 
in the New Year to see the problems for 
himself.” 

The fresh calls for improvements to roads 
around Oswestry come the same week that 
major routes were closed because of acci¬ 
dents. A motorcyclist was taken to hospi¬ 
tal after a crash on Thursday evening last 
week. 

The collision, between the motorbike 
and a car happened on the A483 close to 
the Halton roundabout, near Chirk, shortly 
before 6pm. 

The road was closed for a short time. An 
ambulance service spokesman said that the 
rider was taken to Wrexham Maelor Hospi¬ 
tal with injuries which were not believed to 
be life-threatening. 

Meanwhile on the same day a woman es¬ 
caped injury after metal sheets fell off the 
back of a lorry onto the bonnet of her car as 
she was driving on the A5. 

The accident, which happened at the Gle- 
drid roundabout near Chirk, closed parts of 
the busy road resulting in heavy traffic in 
the area, which trickled down to the A483. 

At the time of the accident, shortly before 
9am on Thursday last week, motorists were 
advised to avoid the area. 

Debris was scattered across the road as a 
result of the accident. 

Michael McGivern, spokesman for North 
Wales Police, said: “We were called at 
8.54am to reports that a lorry carrying steel 
had shed some of its load onto the road and 
a car had been damaged. It happened at the 
Gledrid roundabout and West Mercia Po¬ 
lice dealt with the incident.”

THE latest production at Strat¬ 
ford is The Tempest, a play set 
on an island. The publicity ma¬ 
terial includes a computer image 
of the Royal Shakespeare Thea¬ 
tre sitting on an island. Some will 
call it imaginative. Others, recall¬ 
ing how many times the Avon 
has flooded the theatre, will see 
it as tempting fate. 

THERE are two Blackpools. 
The first, proclaimed by gener¬ 
ations of PR people, is the one 
featured on Strictly Come Danc¬ 
ing (BBC1). It’s a friendly, glam¬ 
orous family resort, all span¬ 
gles, sequins and feathers. The 
second Blackpool, as revealed 
in endlessly depressing official 
statistics, is the one I seem to re¬ 
member, admittedly from some 
years ago. It was a place stink¬ 
ing of chips and vomit, stalked 
by drunken stag and hen parties. 
The BBC piled on the fun so 
thickly for Strictly that you might 
almost believe the less desirable 
Blackpool, the one of deprivation 
and unemployment, doesn’t ex¬ 
ist. And then one of the show’s 
professional dancers, Gorka 
Marquez, was beaten up in the 
street by a gang of thugs. Wel¬ 
come to the other Blackpool. 

THE critic and writer A A Gill 
has revealed he has cancer. He 
says he will not fight it but he’s 
up against one of the most en¬ 
trenched cliches of journalism. 
According to the world’s me¬ 
dia, people always fight cancer. 
Sometimes they beat cancer. 
Sometimes they lose a battle with 
cancer. We treat cancer quite un¬ 
like other diseases. When did you 
last hear of anyone fighting de¬ 
mentia, diabetes or heart failure? 
Yet we kid ourselves if you only 
summon the blood and stiffen 
the sinews, you can fight and 
defeat the Big C, as though it 
were a dragon. Truth is, once 
you’ve got cancer you will either 
live or die. But that depends on 
the type of cancer, how soon it 
is caught and how skilled your 
doctors are. If you could fight 
it merely with courage, humour 
and positive mental attitude, my 
father would still be alive. 

IT may have been madness 
for the relatives of a 14-year-old 
cancer victim to pay £37,000 for 
her body to be frozen in the hope 
of a cure 200 years from now. But 
are they any madder than those 
know-alls who assure us, as a 
scientific certainty, that cryogen¬ 
ics will never work? Just think of 
all the things that ordinary folk 
in 1816 would have thought im¬ 
possible 200 years in the future. 
Just because we can’t see how 
something might work doesn’t 
mean that it may never work. 
For all we know, in the year 
2216 long-frozen bodies may be 
brought back to life as a matter 
of course. I don’t know how it 
could happen but then I prob¬ 
ably couldn’t explain an iPhone 
to Napoleon either. The future, 
almost by definition, is the place 
where the impossible happens.

Police vow to crack down 
on phone-using drivers 


Police in Shropshire are 
targeting motorists who 
are using phones while 
Jriwing. By SAM MORRIS 

MOTORISTS in Shropshire 
are continuing to flout mo¬ 
bile phone laws despite police 
warnings and high profile trag¬ 
edies, officers have said. 

More than 2,400 have been fined 
across the region for using a mobile 
phone behind the wheel. 

This month traffic officers staged a 
week-long campaign, carrying out co-or¬ 
dinated patrols of main roads across the 
county. 

A taxi driver was among four motorists 
stopped during one rush hour, with each 
issued a fixed penalty notice and given a 
caution. A lorry driver was also given a 
warning. 

West Mercia Police’s Mike Pearce said 
he was frustrated and shocked daily by 
the behaviour of motorists. 

He said: “If people on their phones saw 
some of the injuries people suffer in acci¬ 
dents they would act differently. Every¬ 
body has busy lives, but it is not worth 
the risk. I tell drivers that if they cannot 
trust themselves not to use their phone, 
they should lock it away so they cannot 
get hold of it.” 

Statistics released under the Freedom 
of Information Act show 2,437 drivers 
across the West Mercia Police region, 
including Shropshire, have been given 
fixed penalty notices or fined after prose¬ 
cutions in court since 2012. 

More than 5,000 have also been 
stopped and either given a verbal warn¬ 
ing or escaped punishment by agreeing to 
go on a road safety course. 

The most fines were dished out in 2013 
when West Mercia Police dealt with 703 
motorists using a hand-held mobile while

driving to either make a call, write a 
text message or use an app. In 2016 up 
to October 21, 122 motorists have been 
given fixed penalty notices for the of¬ 
fence and a further 16 fined following a 
court prosecution.

This month there was an as¬ 
tounding amount of good eco¬ 
nomic news. 

Before the referendum, we 
were bombarded by Project 
Fear, full of unrelenting doom 
and gloomy predictions should 
the United Kingdom vote to 
leave the European Union. These 
predictions are continuing to be 
proven false. The depreciation 
in the pound was a much-need¬ 
ed correction to our overvalued 
currency and is proving to be 
a valuable boost for our food 
and farming industry and other 
exporters. It was a boon to the 
tourism industry over the sum¬ 
mer which saw record spending. 
Figures this month show annual 
retail sales are now growing at 
7.4 per cent - the fastest pace 
since 2002. Online sales alone 
have increased by 27 per cent 
since last year. This high level 
of consumption helps to create 
jobs. This month the Office for 
National Statistics announced 
that the employment rate was 
74.5 per cent, the joint highest 
since comparable records began 
in 1971. UK unemployment has 
dropped to an 11-year low of 
4.8 per cent - down by 906,000 
since 2010. In particular we were 
warned that our digital economy 
would be negatively affected by 
a vote to leave. Last week I met 
the Digital Minister to discuss the 
future of broadband and mobile 
phone signal in North Shrop¬ 
shire. He wants to define Brexit 
Britain as open, optimistic, gre¬ 
garious and global. Apple, Face- 
book and Google have since 
confirmed that the UK remains a 
world-class hub for the digital in¬ 
dustry. In September, Apple and 
Google announced that they will 
establish new headquarters in 
London. Google’s investment is 
worth £1 billion in the UK econ¬ 
omy. Facebook already employs 
more engineers in Britain than 
anywhere else bar America and 
have announced a 50 per cent 
increase in their workforce. Nis¬ 
san decided to build two next 
generation models at its plant in 
the North East, securing 7,000 
jobs. Jaguar Land Rover will de¬ 
sign, engineer and manufacture 
the new four-cylinder Ingenium 
petrol engine in the UK, which is 
now in production at their £1 bil¬ 
lion Engine Manufacturing Cen¬ 
tre. GlaxoSmithKline plans £275 
million of new investments at 
three drug manufacturing sites in 
Britain, signalling its confidence 
in the country. The UK remains 
the most popular destination in 
the EU for overseas firms and in¬ 
ward investment projects are up 
11 per cent on the previous year. 

The three biggest sources - 
the US, China and India - are 
all the more likely to continue 
investing following Brexit. As we 
begin to negotiate our exit from 
the EU, we do so from a position 
of strength. Britain continues to 
hire, spend and grow.

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WOULD I QUALIFY FOR LEGAL AID IF I ONLY SUFFER VERBAL 
RATHER THAN PHYSICAL ABUSE? 

Q: My partner is verbally abusive to me. I really cannot take any more and I want to end the relationship, but I don’t have any money. Even though he has never 
gone as far as to hit me, could I still qualify for legal aid for family proceedings? 

A: Changes to the Legal Aid, Sentencing and Punishment of Offenders Act (LASPO) on 1st April 2013, led to a change in the scope of Legal Aid for private family 
cases. As a result, divorce, financial and children disputes, no longer fall within the legal aid scope, unless the applicant has been a victim of, or there is a risk 
of, domestic violence. In private children disputes, the scope does encompass matters where a child, who would be subject to any order, has been or is at risk 
of abuse from a party to the proceedings. 

The Government defines domestic violence and abuse as: Any incident or pattern of incidents of controlling, coercive or threatening behaviour, violence or abuse 
between those aged 16 or over who are or have been intimate partners or family members regardless of gender or sexuality. 

Types of abuse include psychological, physical, sexual, financial and emotional abuse. Therefore the fact that your partner has not assaulted you is irrelevant for 
the purpose of legal aid. Domestic abuse can take many forms and verbal abuse, whether that is threats, intimidation or even name-calling, may fall within the 
definition for the purposes of legal aid. 

For more urgent matters, where a protective injunction may need to be implemented by the Court, there is no requirement to provide proof of domestic violence. 
All family legal aid is, however, still subject to an assessment of the applicant’s income and capital means. You should consult a family lawyer as soon as possible.

IN response to signatures on a petition, 
many received a letter from Owen Paterson 
MP about local cuts to A&E. The Oswestry 
& District Labour group has prepared the 
following response. 

Mr Paterson says: “Since 2014, the NHS 
Future Fit programmed has been reviewing 
hospital services. We must respect their 
judgement.” There will now be no rural 
urgent care centres, and the judgement 
of local clinicians has in fact been been 
ignored, with Local Medical Committee 
stating that: “Primary Care is struggling 
to the point of failure” and that the projec¬ 
tions given of falling admissions is simply 
not borne out by their experience, and are 
“naive to the point of being dangerous”. 

Mr Paterson says: “Under the proposals 
the current Telford A&E will continue to 
provide 80 per cent of its current services, 
although renamed an Urgent Care Centre.” 

Really Mr. Paterson? NHS England 
thinks that 40 per cent of A&E patients 
can be safely treated in Urgent Care Cen¬ 
tres. Mr Paterson says: “More (Urgent 
Care Centres) will be opened which is 
great news for Shropshire as Oswestry and 
Whitchurch would be great locations”. A 
decision was made in the spring that there 
would be no rural UCCs because there is no 
money for them. 

Mr Paterson says a brand new Emer¬ 
gency Care Centre costing £300 million is 
to be built. Well no. A brand new centre 
was ruled out as unaffordable last year. 

Mr Paterson says: “The Chief Executive 
of West Midlands Ambulance Service as¬ 
sured us that his paramedics are so skilled 
that he is not concerned about journey 
times (in the event of losing one A&E) so 
long as the specialist destination can un¬ 
load patients rapidly.” But the patients are 
not being unloaded rapidly; the A&Es are 
not coping with the demand, there aren’t 
enough beds and there aren’t enough 
community facilities for patients to be dis¬ 
charged.

Assurances 
are given 
on Christmas 
dairy supply 

CHRISTMAS dinner won’t be a dairy 
desert this year, Shropshire farming 
bosses say - but cheese and butter 
production could be hit by festive 
cream consumption. 

Recent reports have suggested that 
some butter and cheese manufactur¬ 
ers could be hit by shortages of milk 
over the festive season. 

The reasoning behind the claims is 
that the recent woes of the dairy in¬ 
dustry have seen many farmers leav¬ 
ing the sector. That in turn has led 
to falling milk stocks, and driven up 
the price of milk, boosting those dairy 
farmers who remain in the sector. 

A number of the farmers who re¬ 
main in business are contracted to 
provide liquid milk to the nation’s 
supermarkets, reducing the amount 
available to be turned into butter, 
cheese and cream. That doesn’t nec¬ 
essarily point to shortages of brandy 
butter and after-dinner cheese when 
the family sits down at the dining 
table on December 25. But it could 
lead to difficulties for some producers 
later on because consumer demand 
for cream spikes over Christmas. 

Shropshire-based NFU spokesman 
Oliver Cartwright said: “We have 
seen prices lower than the cost of 
production for at least two years now 
which has put Shropshire dairy farm¬ 
ers out of business and others under 
serious pressure. 

“As a result production has dropped 
by around 10 per cent, year on year, 
but the likelihood is that British dairy 
products will be on the shelves as 
usual this Christmas, although there 
may be some impact on the butter and 
cheese market longer term.” 

“I am delighted to finally see prices 
moving upwards for dairy farmers, 
it’s long overdue,” Mr Cartwright 
added. 


Broadband providers 
‘should be more honest'

BROADBAND advertising needs 
to be more honest, a senior 
Shropshire councillor has said. 

Steve Charmley has called for more 
clarity after it was revealed some pro¬ 
viders advertise higher speeds than 
they can deliver. 

It comes after a watchdog called for more 
changes to broadband advertising after 
finding that consumers have a low under¬ 
standing of the speed they need and are un¬ 
likely to receive the headline claims quoted 
by providers. 

A study for the Advertising Standards 
Authority found that consumers have a 
“low overall” understanding of broadband 
speed, with many not knowing what level 
they need to carry out their daily online 
tasks. 

Councillor Charmley, deputy leader of 
Shropshire Council and cabinet member 
responsible for broadband, said he would 
like to see some honesty in the advertising. 

He said: “I have had an email from some¬ 
one that has moved to Shropshire who was 
promised between 20 and 40 megabits per 
second but the fact they can only get two or 
three is the reality. 

“Broadband suppliers are too quick to 
say they have got fantastic coverage and 
say they have got speeds they can’t deliver. 

“A bit of honesty either by regulation or 
goodwill would be welcome. 

“That would help the market generally 
and us as a council. 

“If suppliers said a town in the middle of 
Shropshire can get 10 megabits per second 
and another can get two we can focus our 
attention on the town with slow speeds.” 

The ASA has called for changes to ensure 
consumers are not misled.

Deadline looming over 
boundary change plans

PEOPLE have just over a week 
left to have their say on con¬ 
troversial changes to electoral 
boundaries in Shropshire and 
Mid Wales. 

Consultation on the proposals - which 
would see theMontgomeryshire constitu¬ 
ency disappear, Ludlow merge with Leom¬ 
inster, and Bridgnorth moved into a new 
constituency with Wellington and The Wre- 
kin - will close on December 5. 

The Boundary Commissions for England 
and Wales, which drew up draft changes to 
the parliamentary boundaries in Septem¬ 
ber, said they were “really happy” with the 
response so far. 

More than 1,000 people have spoken at 
public events, giving a wide range of views 
on the proposals. 

Sam Hartley, secretary to the Boundary 
Commission for England, said: “The pub¬ 
lic are the experts when it comes to local 
knowledge, so hearing what you do or don’t 
like about our proposals as well as why and 
what we can do to make them better is so 
important to us. 

“Our initial proposals are just a starting 
point and people’s comments do make a dif¬ 
ference - at the last review the Commission 
changed almost two-thirds of the initial 
proposals based on what the public said.” 

Mr Hartley said almost 8,000 representa¬ 
tions had been made through the commis¬ 
sion’s website. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies said 
the changes would demolish his constit¬ 
uency, and said he was unlikely to seek 
re-election if the changes went ahead. 

The northern half of the constituency, 
including Welshpool, will be merged with 
Clwyd South to form a new South Clwyd 
and North Montgomeryshire constituency. 


Tenants needed for historic cockpit 



The Cockpit in Welshpool’s New Street has a fascinating history 


NEW tenants are needed for the 
only cockpit in Wales remaining 
in its original condition. 

Situated in New Street in the 
town centre of Welshpool, The 
Cockpit was purpose built in the 
early 18th century for cockfight¬ 
ing. 

At that time it was part of the 
Castle Inn, which was built in 
1727. 

The red-brick, six-sided build¬ 
ing is the only surviving cockpit 
in Wales still in its original po¬ 
sition. 

It was in use until 1849 when 
cockfighting became illegal. 

Restored in 1978, the building 
has since been the home of the 
Montgomeryshire Women’s In¬ 
stitute, who recently relocated 
to new premises. 

The Cockpit is owned by 
Welshpool Town Council. 

Town Clerk Robert Robinson 
said: “The building has an office 
use but could be used for retail 
subject to consents. 

“The building is octagonal in 
shape with a ground floor com¬ 
prising office, toilet, kitchenette 
and electric heating.” 

Mr Robinson added: “There 
are stairs to the upper gallery 
which is a walkway around the 
building.”

Paramedics use 
translation tool 

AMBULANCE staff used an online 
translation tool to help two Bulgari¬ 
an men who were injured after their 
car was in collision with a tractor and 
ended up in a hedge, narrowly missing 
the Shropshire Union Canal. 

The driver was given pain relief 
following the incident on the road 
running parallel to the canal be¬ 
tween Queens Head and Rednal near 
Oswestry just after 4pm on Tuesday. 
An ambulance spokeswoman said: “As 
the men were Bulgarian and didn’t 
understand English, ambulance staff 
used their initiative by communi¬ 
cating with them through an online 
translation tool to carry out a full as¬ 
sessment. The driver sustained head 
and chest injuries and was given pain 
relief to help ease his discomfort be¬ 
fore being taken by land ambulance on 
blue lights to Royal Stoke University 
Hospital for further trauma care.” 
The passenger suffered relatively 
minor injuries and was taken to the 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital. 


TOWN centre roads in 
Oswestry could soon be giv¬ 
en a shake-up. 

Members of Oswestry Town- 
scape and Transport Forum are 
set to meet with infrastructure 
and business services group 
Mouchel, who have been carrying 
out a review of Oswestry’s roads. 

Councillor Chris Schofield, chair¬ 
man of the forum, said Mouchel is due 
to come back to the group in the new 
year with a final report following the 
review. 

In the review, Mouchel is likely to 
identify a number of Oswestry’s “hot¬ 
spots”. 

Councillor Schofield lists Cross 
Street and Gobowen Road as two of 
the town’s problem areas. 

He said: “I agree with the comments 
Councillor Steve Charmley made 
about opening up Cross Street to traf¬ 
fic again for a trial period. 

“I do believe it will help boost trade 
in the area. 

“I’m afraid it is part of a bigger 
issue too though.” 

Councillor Schofield added: “As 
for Gobowen Road, it’s definitely a 
hotspot with having the medical cen¬ 
tre there and like I’ve said before, if 
Oswestry does get an urgent care cen¬ 
tre, it will be a nightmare.” 

Councillor Schofield said at the 
meeting in the new year, he hopes the 
group will discuss external funding 
pots, in order for works to be carried 
out.

uty Leader at Shropshire Council, 
recently suggested opening up pedes¬ 
trianised Cross Street to traffic again 
on a trial basis.

Addict who 
had drugs is 
sent to jail 

AN addict who was caught in posses¬ 
sion of drugs just a month after being 
given a suspended sentence, has been 
jailed. 

Lee Roberts, 33, had appeared be¬ 
fore magistrates in September for pos¬ 
session of heroin and four offences of 
shoplifting. 

He was given a six month sentence. 

His sentence was suspended for a 
year. 

Roberts was also put on a drug 
rehabilitation programme by magis¬ 
trates in September. 

However, just a month later he was 
found by police in Oswestry with a 
quantity of amphetamine and a knife, 
a court has heard. 

Roberts appeared at Shrewsbury 
Crown Court on Tuesday this week 
via video link from prison when he 
was jailed for a total of 35 weeks. 

Judge Peter Barrie said that he 
could not ignore that Roberts, having 
been given a chance to get to grip with 
his addiction, had breached the order 
within a month. 

Roberts, of College Road, Oswestry, 
was given 22 weeks for possession of 
the amphetamine and the knife and a 
further 13 weeks of the previous sus¬ 
pended sentence. 

Philip Beardwell, prosecuting, said 
Roberts appeared at the magistrates 
court on September 20 when the sus¬ 
pended sentence was imposed. 

The court was told that on October 
30 he was seen by police at the junc¬ 
tion of Middleton Road and Union 
Road in Oswestry. 

Officers discovered that Roberts 
had a quantity of amphetamine and 
had a carpet fitter’s knife in his 
pocket. 

Debra White, for Roberts, said her 
client had a long standing problem 
with drugs. 

She said he had been engaging well 
with the probation service before 
being spoken to by the police. 

She said he accepted having the 
knife with him, but there was no sug¬ 
gestion he had it for any sinister pur¬ 
pose, the crown court in Shrewsbury 
was told.

Patients'waiting 
times are revealed 

ONE in five people visiting A&E at 
Shropshire’s two main hospitals had 
to wait four hours or more in Septem¬ 
ber, new figures have revealed. 

The figures for Royal Shrewsbury 
Hospital and Telford’s Princess Royal 
showed 81.5 per cent of patients were 
dealt with in that time during Sep¬ 
tember, the earliest figures available 
under the current format from NHS 
England. 

The Government gold standard is 
that 95 per cent of patients should be 
seen in A&E within four hours of com¬ 
ing through the door. 

Just over 11,500 patients were 
treated in the two A&Es last month, 
the lowest number since at least April, 
the figures show. 

Despite that, September’s perfor¬ 
mance was the poorest in at least five 
months. 

In August, 11,843 A&E patients 
were treated in Shrewsbury and Tel¬ 
ford, with 82.2 per cent seen inside 
four hours. 


Spot checks to be carried out 
over hospital ‘never events' 


UNANNOUNCED inspec¬ 
tions will take take place at 
Shropshire’s major hospitals 
in a bid to tackle a spate of 
“extremely serious” medical 
mistakes. 

The visits will take place after a 
series of “avoidable” incidents at 
Royal Shrewsbury Hospital and 
Princess Royal Hospital. 

A variety of foreign objects were 
left inside patients in ‘never events’ - 
named because they are mistakes that 
should never happen. 

Sara Bailey, lead on nurse quality 
and patient safety with Shropshire 
CCG, said three never events had 
taken place at RSH in October. 

There had also been another three 
never events previously. 

The most recent incidents all in¬ 
volved foreign objects being left in pa¬ 
tients after procedures. 

Mrs Bailey said: “We will be doing 
unannounced visits going forward. 
In terms of making sure we gain the 
assurance, not just at the time of 
the visit but going forward, it will be 
bringing back the information and 
testing that with staff. 

“There are extremely serious in¬ 
stances. There are serious conse¬ 
quences for the patients and their 
families.” 

All of the incidents at the hospitals 
will also be reported to NHS England. 

Mrs Bailey said the report had been 
prepared because the three latest “re¬ 
tained foreign object” incidents had 
come after another in November 2015. 

Mrs Bailey said that the CCG’s ac¬ 
countable officer had written to the 
hospital regarding concerns over the 
incidents and had been told of meas¬ 
ures to avoid any repeats. 

The most recent three incidents 
involved guide wire and ribbon gauze 
being left in patients. 

The patients involved were recalled 
for further treatment as a result.

The incidents came after another 
two serious mistakes reported by the 
hospital trust at the end of 2015 and 
another in August this year. 

The first never event at the trust in 
more than three years was an incident 
which involved surgeons removing the 
wrong skin lesion in September 2015 


at Telford’s Princess Royal Hospital. 
The mistake was highlighted by a 
member of the patient’s family and 
the patient was seen by a consultant. 
The patient subsequently underwent 
further surgery to remove the correct 
lesion. 

In August this year a patient had 


the wrong tooth removed. A consult¬ 
ant attempted unsuccessfully to re-im¬ 
plant the tooth. 

Dr Jessica Sokolov, clinical direc¬ 
tor of women and children’s services, 
said: “It looks like those three really 
were avoidable, they should have been 
avoided.” 


Action call 
over county 
poverty level 

TWENTY per cent of children in 
Shropshire are living in poverty, ac¬ 
cording to new figures. 

The figures for 2015 have been 
released by the End Child Poverty 
Coalition, which is calling on the 
Government to end the freeze on chil¬ 
dren’s benefits and reverse the sharp 
cuts being introduced to in-work ben¬ 
efits under Universal Credit. 

The coalition has said more than 
3.5 million children are living in pov¬ 
erty in the UK today. 

The figure of 20 per cent for Shrop¬ 
shire and 28 per cent for Telford & 
Wrekin is less than Birmingham (37 
per cent) and Wolverhampton (34 per 
cent) which are both in the top 20 for 
the highest levels of child poverty. 

The coalition of charities, faith 
groups and unions is warning that the 
benefits freeze in place until the end 
of the decade will mean that as prices 
rise, low income families will find it 
increasingly hard to pay for the same 
basic essentials. 

At the same time, recent cuts to in 
work support under Universal Credit 
further penalise low income working 
families - pushing more working fam¬ 
ilies below the poverty line. 

End Child Poverty is calling on the 
Government to use the upcoming 
Autumn Statement to end the freeze 
on children’s benefits, and to reverse 
the sharp cuts being introduced to in¬ 
work benefits under Universal Credit. 

Sam Royston, who is the chairman 
of End Child Poverty, said: “As the 
Prime Minister has rightly recog¬ 
nised, this is not a country that works 
for everyone. 

“In every community, there are 
children being denied the happy child¬ 
hoods and the good start in life other 
children take for granted. 

“Our children are now twice as 
likely to be poor as our pensioners. 

“Many families who are just about 
managing today, won’t be managing 
tomorrow if Universal Credit leaves 
them with fewer pounds in their 
pocket, and if rising costs of living 
means their money doesn’t stretch as 
far as it used to.”

Markets have been a major part of the trading 
and historical importance of Oswestry and have 
existed for many centuries. 

The first known charter was granted during 
the reign of Henry II when the town was known 
as Whiteminster. 

The Powis Hall was the town hall or Guildhall 
until premises adjacent were built in 1782. 

From this date until 1960 the building was 
used as a corn exchange, then as a butter and 
cheese market, and during the Second World 
War for emergency storage and for auxiliary fire 
service purposes. 

The hall was reconstructed in 1963 to its 
present design and is open every Wednesday, 
Friday and Saturday throughout the year. 

The indoor market enjoyed a revamp in 2012 
after winning an online voting competition 
in The Times newspaper in association with 
design company, My Deco. The hall was 
nominated for the competition by one of its 


market traders and it won the prize of £50,000 
which was given in kind - the estimated cost of 
the advice from designer Sir Terence Conran 
and materials. 

Various regular events are held in the market, 
including card making and craft sessions. 

While some towns have neglected their 
traditional markets, Oswestry remains proud 
and supportive of its markets. 

Recent research has shown markets are a 


valuable asset to any town. According to that 
research markets are worth an an estimated 
£10.5bn to the UK economy and markets and 
their related businesses and activities are a 
significant employer of local people. 

Economic experts also say markets are 
valuable, particularly because they act as 
incubators to small and micro businesses, 
offering diversity of goods and encouraging 
new business start-ups. 


Income from markets supports wider local 
authority services and markets are often 
inter-generational, employing extended family 
members, and offer entry-level employment for 
the low skilled.

Tornado strength winds 
cause damage and chaos

TORNADO winds knocked down 
trees, smashed windows and 
flipped caravans in Shropshire 
and Mid Wales, leaving thou¬ 
sands of pounds of damage and 
large areas without power. 

Winds of up to 84mph brought chaos 
to large parts of the region. 

It is believed a series of “mini tornadoes” 
swept across the area on Thursday last 
week. 

Tim Sneddon, Shropshire Council’s envi¬ 
ronmental maintenance service manager, 
said: “Some of our teams returned to the 
depot and said it is as bad as anything they 
have seen in their lifetime of working on 
highways.” 

Trees were felled and windows smashed 
at independent all-girls’ school Adcote 
School in Little Ness, near Oswestry. Block¬ 
ing on the school’s driveway was also ripped 
out and the power failed as kitchen staff at¬ 
tempted to prepare lunch. 

English teacher Katy Rink said: “Break 
time had just started and we suddenly no¬ 
ticed the leaves were flying by our windows 
horizontally. It was a furious tornado. 

“We told the girls to keep away from the 
windows and then our front door blew in 
and our huge pictures in the lobby all blew 
off the walls and shattered. We also lost one 
of our beautiful window panels in the Great 
Hall. It was the most intense weather event 
I have ever experienced.” 

A number of roads across Shropshire 
and north Powys were blocked because of 
fallen down trees. Lee Evans, spokesman 
for Powys County Council, said highways 
staff based at the Welshpool office received 
12 reports of trees falling in just a few min¬ 
utes at about noon.

“But even with the ones we re-use, 
we change the location of each 
theme every year. 


“This is all the work of ourselves 
and people from Abbey Cwm Hir.” 

He said in particular those 
involved included blacksmith Brian 
Wilson, artist Sandra Thomas, soft 
furnishing maker Val Webb and 
general helper Karen Pugh. 

“The reactions of people are just 
staggering to see,” he said. 

He added that the decorating of 
the house had become an annual 
tradition in the surrounding area, 
and a pilgrimage for many visitors.

Danger to babies in car seats 
but don't stop using them! 



Take care with babies in car seats 


Newborn babies could be at risk of 
suffocation if they spend more than 
30 minutes in a car seat, research 
has suggested. 

A recent study conducted by 
researchers from Great Western 
Hospitals NHS Foundation Trust 
in Swindon, the University of 
Southampton and the University 
of Bristol found that putting babies 
in an upright position could lead to 
breathing difficulties. 

A vehicle simulator was used 
to replicate the effects of placing 
a newborn baby in a car seat at 
the 40-degree angle required for 
travelling. 

Of the 40 newborn babies used 
in the study, researchers observed 
that a number of them experienced a 
dangerous drop in their blood oxygen 
levels, with some falling below 85 per 
cent saturation. This is far lower than 
the normal level in the high 90s. 

The authors of the study, which 
was led by Dr Renu Arya, a 
consultant paediatrician at Great 
Western Hospital, commented: “A 
motion simulator was developed to 
reproduce vertical vibration broadly 
representative of that at the base of a 
car safety seat fixed in a rear-facing 
position in the back seat of a small 
family car. 

“The simulator reproduced the 
vertical vibrations from travelling at 
30mph on a straight urban road, 
excluding braking, acceleration or 
going over bumps.” 


It was found that after 30 minutes, 
the babies’ heart and breathing 
rates had increased, while blood 
oxygen levels were lower than those 
associated with lying flat in a cot. 
This change was observed under 
conditions where the vehicle was in 
motion, as well as stationary. 

Although the researchers were 
able to show potential changes in 
cardiorespiratory stability among 
the infants when they were placed 
in this more upright position, it is as 
yet unknown if this put the infants at 
serious risk of suffocation. 


The researchers commented: 

“We cannot be certain of the clinical 
significance or potential risks posed 
by the changes we have identified.” 

While further studies are required 
to properly identify any potential risks 
associated with transporting newborn 
babies in car seats, Dr Arya has urged 
parents to continue to use car seats. 

“Parents should not stop using car 
safety seats to transport their infants. 
Infants must be protected in moving 
vehicles, and UK law requires car 
seats be used whenever infants travel 
in cars.”

THE Welsh Premier League is the cheapest place to 
watch men’s football in the UK, a BBC study has 
found. 

The Price of Football study has analysed data from 
223 clubs across Britain and Europe to find out how 
much is costs supporters to follow their team. 

And for the second year running, the Welsh Pre¬ 
mier has come out on top with the average cheapest 
matchday ticket price going down from £7 to £6.91. 

Rhyl and The New Saints both charge the league’s 
highest admission price of £8 on a matchday, while 


the rest of the league charges £6 or £7. 

Reigning champions TNS also have the highest 
season-ticket price in the league at £110, while New¬ 
town sell the cheapest at £50. 

Gap Connah’s Quay do not offer season tickets, 
while Cefn Druids did not sell any of their £100 sea¬ 
son tickets after they temporarily relocated grounds. 

The cheapest men’s shirts in the UK can be found 
at Newtown for £27, while the dearest in the league 
can be bought at Aberystwyth for £41.50. 

Elsewhere in Wales, National League side Wrex-

ham increased the prices on all their tickets in the 
categories analysed. The cheapest season ticket at 
the Racecourse Ground is now £260 compared to op¬ 
tions between £229 and £259 last season. 

Newport County are one of only three League Two 
clubs who have brought down their cheapest and 
most expensive matchday tickets.
